THE THEATRE IN THE HOME 


ANTICIPATING the development of television, 

it is already common belief that the typical 
well-to-do home, says the Monitor, will present- 
ly have a private theatre, as it now has a radio 
receiving sct.. But what will the private theatre 
be like? Many, no deubt, remember the magic 
lahtern: in those quaint, old-fashioned. days 
the father of the family stood‘on a chair and 
fastened a sheet to the wall; the younger mem- 
bers of the family operated the lantern, ‘their 
mother smilingly watchful lest they let the lamp 
smoke. It is not unnatural to think that the 
theatre in the home may. be a good deal like 
that, the family sitting at one end of the room, 
the actors and actresses, in convincing though 
counterfeit presentment, performing at the oth- 
er. But on consideration this idea presente 
difficulties. The television receiving set will 
not be as simple as,the magic lantern; it ap- 
pears more.than doubtful that the stage can be 
provided by hanging up a sheet. Although it 
would be picasant to have a theatre in tne home 
the thaught seems less attractive of having the 
home in a theatre. ‘ 

‘An inventor, Dr. Lee De Forest, looking ten 
years ahead, has recently suggested what the 
theatre in the home will pfobably look like. 
“The television screen,” says he, “in order to 
‘be at all satisfactory for use by the household, 
must be at least a foot square-and preferably 
eighteen inches by twenty-two inches.

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Engush Channel Swimmer Is 
Charting Fast ‘Englend to 
France Course—Webh’s 1875 
Record Still Stands. 


London, Oct. 5 (CP)—There ‘s con- 
siderable mystery attached to the Eng- 
lish Channel swimming course from 
England to France being plotted by 
T. W. Burgess, one of the three men 
who: have swum the channel from the 
English side. 

It-has been proved beyond doubt that 
the English Channel can. be swum 
within fifteen hours, but only from 
France to England. During the past 
three years very fast swims have been 
put on in that directlon. Michel of 
France, claims to have accomplished 
the performance in 11 hours, 6 minutes 
—although that record has not been 
as yet, accepted by the Channel Swim- 
ming Association — while Miss Ger- 
trude Ederle of New York, the first 
woman to cross, took 14 hours, 30°min- 
utes, her feat being authenticated by 
the association.

SCOT SOUGHT 


Recruiting Regulations of the 
Scots Guards Arouses Query 
—No Written Description of 
Bonn Fide Scot Available.

-Londot, Oct. 5 (CP)—What consti 
tutes a bona fide Scotchman? The 

question has arisen in consequence of 

the telegram sent by the War Office 

authoritics to the Aldershot'Oommand, 

stating that until further notice only 

bona fide Scotsmen are to be recruiled 

in the Scots Guards, ~ : 

In military circles the definition of a 
bona fide Scotsman for recruiting pur- 
poses was found to be different, and 
more than once when the polut was 
raised refuge’ was sought tn the ans- 
wer, “It ts a legal question.” 

In order to ascertain how the new 
trder would be interpreted af a re- 
crulting station, the enquiry “What 
constitutes a bona fide Scotsrian? was 
agidé at the Central London Recruit- 
ing Depot, Whitehall. An officer there 
immediately replied. “A man born of 
Scottish parents is a bones fide Scots- 
man, no matter where he was born.” 

The question was then asked wheth- 
er this test would be applied to re- 
crults for the Scots Guard and a man. 
{ one of his parents were Scottish and 
she other English, be refused for the 
‘regiment, 

The officer was unable to give ime 


mediate decision on that point. An . 


application in a case such as that ree 
‘erred to would be sald, not be refused, 
hut it would be deferred for enquiry. 

A solution of the problem created by 
he new order was next sought at the 
regimental headquarters of the Soots 
Guards, Birdcage-walk. But even there 
t did not appear that the question 
vhich has arisen could be eas!ly answ- 
ed. No written description of what

NORTH BAY, Oct. 12 — “The church 
in England knows no divorce, cannot 
sanction divorce, and cannot marry 
Gtvorced persons,” declared 
Roper of Ottawa, at the 
Synod, when in the dying hours of the 
session Capon Ferguson and Archdea- 
con Dougherty asked the Synod to pass 
a resolution protesting against the set- 
ting up of a divorce court in Ontario. 

Chancellor Gisborne, for a number 
of years parliamentary counsel, who 
admitted a wide knowledge on the sub- 
Ject as It appears in governmental and 
senatorial circles, and who declared 
himself as the strongest anti.divorce 
man in the House, submitted a reso- 
~ lution referfing the matter to the gen- 
eral council. Col. Wigle seconded 
this. 


Against New Court 


Canon Ferguson declared that he be- 
Neved the. mind of the Synod should 
be heard as to whether the proposed 
Ontario divorce court would be a good 
‘or bad thing, adding that he person- 
ally believed it would be increasing 
facilities for divorce, and therefore not

mer, which really breaks its way 
roughly through the concrete. A drill 
made with the new cutting material 
has advantages over both of its pre- 
decessors, in that it is less expensive 
than the diamond drill and that it 
cuts a smoothér hole thah does the 
“star” hammer drill. 

One difficulty with today's tools has 
been that wear of the tools has caus- 


best tool stcel loses its cutting edge 
and begins cutting a taper soon after 
starting; tungsten carbide tools take 
an entire cut without tool. wear and 
hence without tapering. 

Genelite. composed of copper, tin 
and carbon, is so soft it can be whit- 


tled easily with a knife, but it is also:

A cut on a small cyl- 
inder of only a few inches in length 
has always been. on a taper; here 
again the tungsten carbide tools have 
not been worn, and hence the cuts are 
not tapered.

Diamond tools are usually used | 
with Bakelite since the precious stones 
have Been the only material to stand 
up at the high cutting speeds used. 
If the Bakelite contained a metal in- 
sert, however, a special operation was, 
needed since the diamond would be 
broken if it struck the metal at high!

RISE IN WHEAT PRODUCTION

(CANADA'S rise to eminem 
; y all odds the most 


ducing country forms b 
far-reaching feature of the Dominion’s econom- 
ic advance during the present century, and the 
preliminary estimates of this year's prodhction, 
as recently issued by various authorities, indi- 
cate that the 1928 crop will, in volume, surpass 
all previous records. While the final results 
may vary considerably from the best early es- 
timates, the preliminary report of the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics forecasts a wheat har- 
yest amounting to roundly 550,000,000 bushels. 

The successive stages by which Canada has 
achieved its present immense yolume of wheat 
production furnish one of the fascinating pic- 
tures of Canadian development. It is hard to; 
realize that the wheat crop for the opening year 
‘of the twentieth century fell-below 60,000,000 
bushels and that not until 1905 did the harvest 
for the firse time reach 100,000,000 bushels. 
In the ten years. following 1905 new records 
were reached in almost every other year, cul- 
minating with the phenomenal crop of 1915. 
The 1915 harvest was literally a ‘wonder’ crop, 
and established a new mark which stood as the 
record for a longer period than any. other crop 
since the opening of the century. 

Finally, in 1922, the output of 1915 was ex- 
ceeded, and in 1923 another heavy harvest set 
the record which. held good for the following 
four years. Now, according to the best infor- 
mation, the 1928 crop has well exceeded .the 
coveted figure. of 500,000,000 bushels, and the 
Dominion has for the eleventh time since 1900 
surmounted all previous high marks for wheat

HIS Lordship Justice Raney in his address to 

the Grand Jury at the opening of the 
autumn assize here on Tuesday put a very point- 
ed suggestion before the grand jurord—that of 
the jail prisoners.and the possibility that lie in| 
them for work, which will at least help to pay 
@ part of the cost of the administration of jus- 
tice. Jailg and prisons which have no terror 
for men, or to put it otherwise, which invite 
men by their lack of employment to return and 
possibly contaminate the newcomer are not do- 
ing the best for the prisoner or the public that 
locks him up. 

- Besides the grand jury, the county officials 
will give very careful thought to the learned 
Justice’s remarks. To maintain the adminis- 
tration of justice is a very heavy burden on 
communities and the men who place that bur- 
den on society should be made to bear a part at 
least of the costs—that part taking the form of 
work of a remunerative character and of a con. 
structive character. 

Mr. Justice Raney from his’ long career at 
the bar, his wide and sympathetic experience 
with life, his parliamentary career and his work 
in the judiciary, sees these two phases of penal

their doors and that society to keep itself from 
contamination and pollution and destruction is

The syllabus of studies commenced 
with what is expressed by the title 
of Harold Laski’s learned handbook 
on. political science, “viz, “A Gram- 
mar of Politics.” All difficulties indi- 
dent to a first approach to this sub- 
ject were carefully eliminated and the 
subject matter of the lessons kept as 
simple and as easy as possible. Poll- 
tical terms, ideals, ideas and fallacies 
were first fairly and fully dealt with, 


these serving as a preliminary to such j tical science, like philosophy, may give ularity not’ because of the promiss 


subjects as Representation and. Party 
Government, the British Constitution, 
Bocialism,. the League of Nations, Am- 
jerien, and the British Empire. 

Each lecture was printed after be- 
ing given and each student was pre- 
sented a copy. This rendered it pos- 
sible and easy for each student to re. 
vise his lessons or study, particularly 
any point that was raised during the 
exercises. A reasonable and wise 
amount of reading from all political 
points of view was encouraged, - and 
the bibliography recommended was-in- 
yarlably passed round for- inspection 
at the close of each lecture. Question- 
ing was encouraged, but modesty and 
diffidence rendered discussion in the 
early stages somewhat difficult. Ob- 
viously there can. be no discussion 
where there is not a sufficient modi- 
cum of accurate knowledge and ex- 
perience.

With th wireless out of order, 
and cut from all communication with 
the outside world, the people at North 
West River knew nothing about the 
transatlantic flight and had no idea 
what the plane was doing so far north. 
Consequently, It was not until the ar- 
rival of Dearlove that they realized 
the plane they had seen was the Bre. | 
men. , 

As soon as he had made the neces- 
sary repairs to the wireless aparatus, 
Mr. Whitman sald, Dearlove sent the 
news about the Bremen to St. Anth- 
ony. Mr. Whitman was at St. Anthony 
when the message was received. 

North West River is a considerable 
distance, from the coast near Lake 
Melville, an extensjon of Hamilton 
Inlet and several hundred miles from 
Greenely Island. A southwesterly 
course from North West River, as the 
plane was reported to have been tak- 
ing. would bring the fliers approxi- 
mately to the Eskimo River, where 
they also sighted later en rote to 
Greenley Island.” 

For hours before landing the crew |< 
of the Bremen had been flying in a 
heavy fog trying to ascertain their 
position. They told of flying over a 
forest, or wooded country, which end- 
ed at o river, then they saw a large 
mountain, but they had no knowledge 
as ta where they were.

Nothing new has transpired in re- 
gard to the pursuit of those responsible 
for the destruction of the fourteen 
wild geese in the preserve north of 
the city one morning early this week.

Officials of the Hastings Branch 
of the Jack Miner League are anxious 
that’ the outrage may not put an end 
to the effort of the society. It is not 
very active but they feel that it can 
yet do a good work which will have 
not only local benefit but also bear 
provincial fruit. 

Provincial police were given auth- 
orlzation today by Crown Aftorney 
Donnan to prosecute the Search. The 
game oficials are also working on the 
case. 

Heartless Vandalism. 

The Toronto Globe says editorial: > 
today: 

“That heartless exhibition of sheer 
cruelty and wanton slaughtcr— the 
shooting of 14 of the 23 wild Canada 
geese at Belleville’s new bird sanc- 
tuary—will be repudiated by all truc 
Sportsmen. According to the story lold 
in yesterday's Globe, three unknown 
men entered the sanctuary when no 
one-was there and slew ths helpless 
birds. Had the ruthless. vandals not 
ben interrupted at their dastardly 
tusiness they would doubtless havo 
compléted their work of destruction 
end wiped out the little colony of 
geese. Of the 23 geese at the sanctuary 
only 12 could fly, and of thtse the 
marauders killed 5.

CHURCH AND EADIO ? 


RADIO will tend to eliminate the small-church 
preacher, as a preacher, because it will en- 
-able country people to hear the ij preaching, 
says Roger W. Babson, statistician and head and 
founder oaf the Babson Statistical Organiza- 
tion, whose reports carry great weight. This 
is one of six revolutionary changes which Mr. 
Babson prophesies will be wrought by the radio. 
He does not, however, forecast that the church 
or the minister will be thrown into the discard. 
. There will always be a field for country minist- 
ers, says Mr. Babson, writing in The Congre- 
gationalist; but there may not always be a 
field for country. preachers. Theological schools, 
from now on should train their graduates to 
work with the radio instead of endeavoring to 
compete against it.. Graduates should go fortli 
with a sympathetic feeling toward this revol- 
utionary invention and realize its enormous 
power and possibilities.” 

The second effect listed by this “noted statis- 
.tician is that the radio will supplement the use 
of “supplies” by churches for vacation periods, 
illnesses of the pastor, and during the times 
when the church is without a pastor. This 
means, he says, that all churches, large a5 well 

as small, should now install an amplifying 



















~ radio, to be prepared for any emergencies which 


may arise. The third result is that “the inter- 
est of the minister will be more in ministering 
to the people than in preaching to tnem. This 
change means that greater emphasis will be 
placed upon the church schools, upon weekly 
prayer-meetings, which are greatly needed, and 
some day will return, and upon other forms of 
work. Much more personal attention ‘will then 
be given by the church to its members, and es- 
pecially the young people.” 

Mr. Babson, expects to see more churches, 
rather’ than less’ churches, but “to see them 
used as spiritual clinics and branches of larger 
churches with radio preaching, operating under 
methods suggested by chain stores,” Even be- 
fore this time, believes Mr. Babson, when the 
Federation of Churches will have extensive 
broadcasting facilities, there will be much mat. 
ter broadcast each day. As this is extended, 
the result—the fourth listed by. Mr. Babson— 
will be tht each church will keep some room 
open all day, lighted and heated, which, equip- 
ped with a radio, will be in continual operation. 
The radio will be used also for those who do not 
go to church, thus aiding the missionary en- 
terprise, and it is destined, too, to give great 
impetus to inter-denominational work — the 
fifth and sixth results prophesied by Mr. Bab- 
son. - “Personally,” he writes, “I took forward 
to the day when the Federations of Churches of 
our different cities can combine and purchase 
the time for all day Sunday from one of our 
great national broadcasting chains, and thus 
outbid secular competitors with their jazz con- 
tests.” , .

It has a fine situation 
atithe mouth of the River Plym at the head of 
Plymouth Sound. ‘Within the breakwater u 
large number of ships can find safe anchorage 
while waiting turn to enter the floating basin,!

Here is the mail station for fast traf- 
fic from across the Atlantic and here also is one 
of the chief fishery stations of the coast. The 
naval station is at Devonport.

Victoria, B.C,.Oct. 27 (CP) — The 
dredges built for work in the gold 
creeks of northern British Columbia 
and the Yukon are today being used 
to mine tin in the Malay Peninsula, ac- 
cording to G. W. Brouard, chief in- 
spector of police in Kuala Lumpuh, 
Prderated Malay States, who passed 
through here recently op his way to 
the tropics.

MADRID — The recent manifesto to 
the country issued by the President 
through the medium of La Nacion has 
not elicited’ the enthusiast'c response 
this paper foretold for it. It filled 
nearly eight closely printed columns, 
but its substance, while vibrating with 
optimism, has not served to stimulate 
public opinion nor to steady the fall- 
ing value of the peseta. The out- 
stand'ng feature of Gen. Primo de Ri- 
vera's declarations is his doctrine that 
the control of the’ countzy must be 
in the hands of those citizens who have 
Joined the Union Patriotica, and to 
achieve his objective he has decided 
that four-fifths of those who are in 
the employ of municipalities and pro- 
vincial corporations must belong to this 
union, the remaining one-fifth being 
eligible by the civij] governors from 
among independent persons, regardless 
of their politics, provided they be hon- 
est and capable. It ts felt, however, 
that the cxceptions will in practice 
d'sappear and that all employed by the 
state.in any capacity must officially 
fly the banner of the union or give 
up their employment to make place 
for others who will. 

The’ general hopes that by 1931 the 
Consultative Assembly will have pre- 
pared its report on the question of 
constitutional reform, so that the Na- 
tion may then look forward to return- 
ing to constitutional condit‘ons once 
more. His vision of Spain in 1933 
does not, he explains, require the ald 
of much imagination. By that t'me, 
there should be 25,000,000 Spaniards 
“cultured, comprehending, hard-work- 
ing, tolerant and inspired by the divine 
Jove of the ‘Christian doctrine, con- 
stituting a great socicty positively de- 
mocratic."* = 

The general goes on to say that the 


country wll by that time possess cx- 
cellent railways and roads, flelds fer- 
tilized under a great irrigation system 
and industry improved and expanding, 
thanks to the power obtained fiom har- 
nessed rivers.

‘THE National Industrial Council of the United 
States has reported in*favor of the thirteen 
month year as economical in business. 

There would be under the plan proposed thir- 
teen ‘months of twenty-elght days each, a new 
month being insertd between June and July. 
Every month would begin on the same day. 
Knowing the date, one would know what day 
of the week it fell; for always Sunday would be 
the first, the eighth, the fifteenth and the 
twenty-second. This may seem inconsequen- 
tial, The great practical advantage would be 
that there would be an unvarying unit of mea- 
surement in all operations extending through 
years in which the time element is a factor, as 
in making payments, in permitting exact com- 
parisons, month by month; and thus taking an- 
other step toward scientific accuracy in busi- 
ness “methods, It is not surprising ‘that the 
scheme makes such a Wide appeal in the realm 
of practical affairs. 

Sentiment opposes its adoption, that fs, a 
sentiment. against any change qwaicti would 
disturb.dear traditions. What would happen to 
one’s birthday to which one clings with a proud 
affection?. And holidays? If Christmas no 
longer fell on the accustomed day, it would not 
be quite Christmas. The First of Suly might, 
to be sure, be kept by introducing the new 
month between July. and August; otherwise it 
would be Thirteenth of Sol, or whatever name 
was given to the new month (an intolerable as- 
sociation), unless, indeed, holding still to ‘its 
name it was moved into what is now the month 
of a sotial adjustment which it would 
‘take  genération to make.

Canadian prison labor cannot-be used to man- 
ufacture goods for sale in the commercial field 
outside, but it has been found feasible to em 
ploy the inmates in a variety of occupations 
within the penitentiaries. Modern buildings 
have been erected with very little outside as. 
sistance. In the case of one western peniten- 
tiary, the inmates erected a fine brick structure, 
almost entirely. from natural resources in the 
viclaity; they even went to the woods in winter 
to fell trees for fuel for the: brickkilns. The 
snow furnished an easy highway for the haul- 
ing of wood from the forest to\the brickworks. 

Education in the penal institutions of Canada 
is intended particularly to help the inmates tc 
become better men, so that they may be better 
equipped for useful service when. they return as 
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standard attained by a considerable percentage

The temperature of the human body

Any changs from this normal temper- 
aaa te a caged that thas ds some- 
thing wrong with the human machine. 
The temperature is controlled by a 
centre in the brain. When the body 
becomes too warm, the arteries of the 
skin are dilated, more blood is thus 
brought to the surface, perspiration 
increases and there follows a cooling 
of the body. If the body is too cool, 
the arteries are contracted, persplra- 
tion is degreased and the heat of the 
body conserved. 
The food we eat is partly used to 
‘keep up the heat of the body. In Can 
ada, it is necessary to wear sufficient 
clothing most of the year to conserve 
our body heat and to maintain the 
normal temperature of the body. 
The problem of what clothing to 
wear is made difficult because we go 
from the heated.indoors to the cold out 
doors. When indoors, we should not 
wear the clothing required to keep us 
warm outdoors. Under such conditions 
the individual perspires freely, the skin 
and clothing become damp and, as a 
result, he is chilled when he goes out.
